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such court commissioner or other officer to proceed in 
all respects as though the application had been made 
by the officers of state institutions as provided in said 
chapter 25; and all the provisions of said chapter 25 
shall apply to the taking of deposition of witnesses on 
the application of the state board of charities and re-
form, the same as though application was made by 
trustees, managers or regents of state institutions. 

SECTION 3. Any officer serving papers under the Pees for &tag 
provisions of this act or the act to which this is amend- PaPerli.  
atory, shall be entitled to the fees now allowed by law 
for similar services, to be audited and paid in the man-
ner provided in said chapter 25, for the payment of the 
fees of the commissioner or other officer and the fees 
of witnesses. 

SEcnox 4. It shall be the duty of the state board Duties, com- 
pensation, etc. of charities and reform, when directed by the governor 

so to do, to investigate into the past or present man-
agement of any or either of the penal correctional re-
formatory or charitable state institutions, and they 
shall keep the governor advised of the progress being 
made in such investigations, and such reports shall 
from time to time be made 113 the governor may re-
quire, and upon the completion of such investigations 
they shall report to the governor the facts of the case 
in full. For services thus rendered under direction of 
the governor each member of the board shall receive 
the sum of five dollars per day for the time actually 
devoted to such investigations, and accounts therefor, 
when approved by the governor, shall be audited by 
the secretary of state and paid from the state treasury.

CHAPTER 189. • 

AN ACT to authorize the superintendent of public property to 
give out stationery in certain cases. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, repreeented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The superintendent of public property Statiasiy4 
is hereby authorized to issue to the several standing 
committees of the legislature, upon the written requisi- 
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tion of the chairman thereof, the necessary amount of 
stationery : provided, that an amount not exceeding ten 
dollars in value shall be issued to any committee dur-
ing one session of the legislature. 

SEarroN 2. The said superintendent shall charge to 
such committee, specifying the items and value there-
of, the stationery so delivered to each committee, and 
report the same to the legislature whenever requested 
so to do. 

SEarroN 3. Chapter two of the general laws of 1863 
and all acts and parts of acts, so far as the same contra-
vene this act, are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 190. 	. 

Penalty for 
selling Minor. 

[Published Mara 23, 1874.] 

AN ACT to amend chapter 81 of the laws of 1861, entitled " an 
act to provide for the protection of camp meetings and other 
religious assemblies." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SICCTION 1. Section 2 of chapter 81 of the general 
laws of 1861, is hereby amended so as to read as fol-
lows: Any person who shall violate the provisions of 
this act, he, she or they shall forfeit and pay for every 
such offense a fine not less than five dollars nor more 
than fifty dollars, to be collected as hereinafter pro-
vided and paid over to the county treasurer, (where) the 
same, as other fines are required to be paid, for the use 
of schools. 

Szerrorr 2. This act shall take effect from and 
after its passage and publication.
